Scrap Iron, Fish and Lum- 
ber Used by Smugglers 
as Disguise

YARMOUTH, Mass., Oct. 30.—The 
jong. broken coastline of New England 
is the scene of many queer happenings 
these days as runners of liquor from 
vessels off shore resort to stratagem 
after stratagem to land their loads 
of contrabrand on American soil. 

Liquor has penetrated New England | 
in many, disguises—as lumber, as a | 
cargo of scrap iron, as fish, and many | 
another commodity. 

Swift speedboats, faster by far than 
most. coast guard patrol boats have 
been a favorite resort. But new 
methods have been added to the 
schemes of the smugglers, operating 
probably from ships sailing out of the 
lonely little French Islands off the 
Canadian coast. ° j 

Within a period of a week, two new 
aids to the rum smugglers were found 
in operation in southeastern Massa- 
chusetis. A radio station, unlicensed 
and running in violation of all regula- 
tions, was found concealed in the city 
of New Bedford. A set legally licensed 
was found in operation in the front 
part of the supper storey where the 
station was concealed. At the back, 
quite unsuspected, was the bootleg 
radio that “tipped” the smugglers to 
coast guard activities. 

The second new “wrinkle” in smug- 
gling popped up within 200 yards of 
Yarmouth’s town park where it was 
found that liquor cargoes were being | 
sunk off the beach by speedboats, The 
boats, operating apparently from a 
craft somewhat to the southward, ran 
the liquor in but never touched land 
lowering the cases into water that | 
was deep at high tide but that dropped 
away to five of six feet at low tide. 

The smugglers’ assistants ashore 
had taken possession of three summer 
cottages, had installed an_ electric 
buzzer as a warning signal, and then 
had gone about the work of raising the | 
| sunken liquor, caching it on land, later 
to be moved away in motor cars or 
trucks, Alert customs officials de- 
tected the scheme, captured $15,000 
worth of liquor and ud’ Cologne | 
and now are seeking indictments 
against men thought to have been in- 
volved, 

Reports reaching Boston from 
Washington are to the effect that 
ramifications in connection with the 
radio set seizure may involve person- 
ages of prominence in New England's 
social and business life. 

Scores of messages have been de- 
coded. It has been Jearned that the

But Canadian miners and mine-own- 
ers have been taught that the first ob- 
ject of the present Dominion Govern- 
ment, of which Mr. Stevens is a mem- 
ber,.is to develop Canadian industry by 
the discouragement of imports; and 
have assumed that coal mining is a Can- 
adian industry important enough to get 
consideration in that regard. The pic- 
tute which Mr. Stevens drew for his 
London audience, of heavy and still 
heavier importations of anthracite into 
Canada, does not harmonize with this 
declared policy of the Government and 
the expectations which have been pro- 
perly based upon it by Canadian mining 
interests. 

If British manufactured goods are 
to be barred from Canada, as they have 
been and are, by a more or less protec- 
tive tariff, it is not at all clear why 
Canadian miners are not entitled to a 
corresponding measure of protection, 
whether this is extended to them by 
the erection of a tariff against outside 
coal or by low freight rates. If Mr. Ste- 
vens was dealing candidly with his Lon- 
don hearers, the inference is that the 
Canadian coal miners are to be left out 
of the calculation while the “safeguard- 
ing” policy is extended to other Cana- 
dian industrial interests.

Premier Dr. J. T. M. An- 
derson Outlines Success- 
ful Teaching Methods

LLOYDMINSTER, Oct. 30-—-Dr. J 


T. M. Anderson, premier of Saskatche- | 


wan and minister of education, was 
the chief speaker at the convention 
of teachers and school trustees held 
in Lloydminster on Thursday and Fri- 
day of last week. In the afternoon he 
addressed the teachers after being in- 
troduced by Mr. Kennedy, inspector of 
public schools for this inspectorate, 

In his opening remarks the min- 
ister stated that he had spent many 
years of his life as a teacher, and it 
was his desire to pave the way for 
the future generation to be able to 
live as better Canadians. During the 

ast 25 years, the province of Sas- 

atchewan had spent $250,000,000 on 
education, and he stated that he did 
nat intend to call a halt. 

He based the main portion of his 
talk on what he considered, “The 
Qualities of a Successful Teacher.” He 
considered that teachers should have 
grade twelve standing, and he advised 
those present to try to get that stand- 
ing, if any there had not. A teacher 
must also have a pleasing personality. 
A teacher he pointed out, that had a 
natural pleasing personality was most 
likely to be successful, He stressed 
the point that child life must be en- 
couraged, not supressed, and above all 
the teacher must not be afraid to be of 
a happy personality. 

All of the teachers’ work should be 
characterized by neatness, he said. 
‘Too many of the teachers were care- 
less of their work on the blackboard. 
They should supervise the work and 
books of the students, and foster in 
them neatness. 

‘The Minister of Education also im- 
pressed upon his listeners that it was 
the teacher's duty to know something 
about chiidhood, pointing out that 
they have a wonderful opportunity in 
their classrooms of studying the na- 
ture of every child. The teacher must 
make an individual study of each in- 
dividual child to be thoroughly suc- 
cessful. gThe best contribution that 
the teacher was making was the im- 
pression they were leaving on the chil- 
dren, which would help them in after 
life, They must also be tactful and 
the speaker pointed out that it was 
unwise for teachers to take any side 
or sympathize with any faction of 
the community. 

In the evening the Premier ad- 
dressed a public meeting in the Al- 
berta hall, when he spoke on Higher 
Training for Teachers.” He outlined 
the plan of the high school courses by 
mail inaugurated by the government, 
stating that over 1,500 in the province 
have taken advan of it. He next 
dealt with the question of the present 
condition of the province and outlined 
what the government were intending 
to do to relieve the present unemploy- 
ment situation.
